Reiblved,  J'hat  tne  Executives  of  Virginia 
and  I'enn  yivania,  be  ie  nefted  to  give  omers  to 
the  md  tu  of  their  refpeS viva  frontiers,  to  hold 
themfeJ.ves  in  readineft  to  umte  with  the  federal 
troops  11  fuch  operations  as  the  Governor  of.  the 
.Wellern  Territory  may  judge  necelfary,  for  the 
pvo-  e  tio;)  of  the  inhabitants;  and,  that  on  the  ap- 
plication of  die  laid  Governor*,  the  faid  Execu- 
tives he  rebelled  10  give  order*,  1  hat  paits  of 
.the  1  faid  mil  t.  ,  n  •  deeding  one  thoul'and  for 
Virginia,  aid  \e  huodied  for  pennfylvania,  be 
embodied,  and  ta.  e  facta  pelitions  as  the  cora- 
in  •••  orh\e.  pJ  ihe  tederal  troops  flia'l  direct, 
fo;  a  t  ng in conjuirtion  with  the  laid  federal  troops, 
in  protecting' and  defending  the  frontiers,  againft 
any  h  oft  ilj  ties  commenced,  or  meditated  by  the 
Indians  ;  end  in  making  ffch  expeditions  fhotiid 
they  continue  liuili  e,  as  1  he  Laid  Governor  ihall 
dnert,  for  repelling  fuch  hoftjlities:  -That  the 
militia  which  fh  ill  oe  called  into  actual  lei  vice 
of  the  United  States  lor  the  defence  of  the

on;,  fo  fat  as  fuch  expenditures  Ihall  be  lor  pay 
and  ratjons,  which  me  to  be  compiled  on  thefe 
derai  eftablifhments,  tor  fimitai  fer.vicej  provided 
thai  no  -cli.ii-  '.e  ,or  fuch  fervice,  ihall  be  vaiid 
linlefs  fapported  by  mutters,  mj,.e  by  an  Obiter 
of  tlie  federal  tioops,  agieeably  to  the  orders  of  the 
Commander.
